"The sen-lment In favor of a revision 
of the tarlf? has so far crystallized as to 
make It reasonably certain that revision 
•will be un-lertaken as no distant date. 
It is mora'ly certain that both of the 
leading political parties will declare In 
favor of some form of revision in their 
national olitforms. 
It has 
been fre- 
quently suggested that revision should be 
undertaken "at a special session of Con- 
gress to b-- convened Immediately after 
the Inauguration of the next President. 
A number of Republican State conven- 
tions have already made declaration to 
this effect. 
^ 
Time for Change Important. 


The time when revision should be made 
is second only In importance to revision 
Itself. It Is obvious that there is a wrong 
and a. right time to attempt It. If *«• 
vision had been entered upon during the 
past few months Incalculable Injury would 
have been Inflicted upon the country. To 
have supeiimposed the uncertainty and, 
strain of revision upon the acute, nerv- 
ous financial conditions we have experi- 
enced, would have aggravated Immeas- 
urably the distress-. 
It Is well understood that revision Is at- 
tended -with more or less business dis- 
turbance. 
Pending-, the Issuance of new 
schedules, merchants and consumers will 
hesitate. 
They will make no contracts 
for the future beyond their Immediate- 
necessities, for the reason that a change 
In duty may aftect the basis upon which 
their buslcess Is done. It Is, therefore 
important that the period of uncertalnt; 
be reduced to the minimum in order tha. 
business may soon resume Its ordlnarj 
activity, ard complete resumption will not 
occur befo-e tne schedules are deflnltely 
de'termlned. 
House Control Is Sought. 


•We shou'd not close our eyes to the fact 
that there will be a determined effort by 
the opposl'lon to control tlie next House 
of Representatives. If It should succeed, 
a Republican Senate and a Democratic

..iindously Important subject of revision.

• WASHINGTON, April 1.— The trial of 
the land frauds cases against Frederick 
A. Hyde, John A. Benson, Henry P. Dl- 
mond and Joost H. Schneider, .involving 
an alleged conspiracy to defraud the 
United States out of valuable lauds in 
severs} western States, has begun here 
today before Justice StaBord In Crim- 
inal Court No. 1. 
Upwards of two hun- 


dred witnesses from fourteen western 
States are here lor the trial. 


This case has been on the docket of 


the courts here and in California for the 
past four yours, the trial having been 
postponed from time to time. 
One of 


the delays was caused because of lack of 
funds to pay witnesa fees and other ex- 
penses. 
An appropriation of ?60,000 was 


made by congress at its present session 
to cover the cost of the trlaL 
Expect Long Trial. 


It Is believed that the trial will con- 


tinue for at least three months. 


The indictments against the four men 


charge a conspiracy hatched In this city 
in 1901 to defraud the United States out 
of many thousands of acres of public 
lands in tho West. 
It is alleged that 


these men operating through the names 
of fictitious persons acquired school lands 
in Oregon and California by false entries 
and forged signatures by antries later 
transferred with the help of information 
from subsidized clerks in the general land 
office. 


Resisted Extradition.

Heney and His Corporation Fee. 


In his muck-raking speech in the First Congregational Chnrcli 


Francis J. Heney referred in invidious terms to the fact that State 
Senator G. R. Lukens was retained as an attorney by the Pacific 
States Telephone Company. He did not charge any specific act of 
wrongdoing, either as attorney or as legislator, to Senator Lukens, 
but by cunning presentation endeavored to create the impression 
that. Senator Lukens was guilty of some offense against public 
morals if not against the law. Senator Lukens has never concealed 
the fact that he is employed by the telephone corporation, and has 
on many occasions appeared in court and before the city council as 
the company's attorney. 


But let us judge Mr. Heney by his own rule. According to ihe 


report of J, H. Dockweiler, engineering expert for the city of Oak- 
land, Francis J. Heney collected a fee of '$42,500 from the Contra 
Costa Water Company for services as an attorney in the litigation 
before the Federal courts between the city of Oakland and the 
water company. Heney's labors in this connection covered a period 
of less than ten days, and largely consisted in preparing some 
papers and seeing Judge Gi-Ibert about granting a temporary in- 
junction. Nearly all the work was done by Garret W«- McEnerney 
and Hon. John Garber, who argued the case before the Federal 
Court. Judge Garber, one of the most eminent jurists on the Pacific 
Coast, received a fee of $2500 for his services. Mr. McEnerney's 
fee was trifling compared to the $42,500 paid to Heney. 


At the time Heney was employed by the Contra Costa Water 


Company he was special counsel for the government in certain land 
fraud case-; which w(.re being prosecuted in San Francisco and 
Oregon. 
He was thus a quasi-public official. 
The money he ex- 


acted from the Contra Costa Water Company became in the end a 
charge agahist the water consumers of Oakland, so the service he 
rendered fur his enormous fee is a matter of public concern locally. 


If Mr. Heney desires to explain how he came to earn so large a 


fee in so short a time and with so little labor, the columns of THE 
TRIBUNE are open to him. He can have ample space to explain 
the nature and extent of the service he rendered the water company, 
and also the moral distinction between acting as attorney for a 
water corporation and a telephone company. He may state also, if 
he chooses, the terms of his contract with Rudolph Spreckels. 


A San Francisco paper says "Langdon asks the Supervisors 


for $120,000 for a graft prosecution fund." 
By eliminating the 


word "prosecution" the statement will be correct. 
The idea of 


asking for an extraordinary appropriation of $120,000 to prosecute 
grafters after granting the whole band of them immunity is highly 
humorous. 
But. doubtless Spreckels wants r.he city to pay the 


wages of his hired men, Heney and Burns. 


An Abuse of Privilege. 


, There is much justice in the complaint of former Sheriff Harry 


Morse about the way public service corporations are permitted to 
tear up the streets and leave them in an unrepaired condition. The 
abuse is a long-standing one that seems to have become aggra- 
vated by time and license, but nevertheless a correction should be 
applied. ' It is no injustice to the public service corporations to 
compel them to obey the law and respect public right, and it is 
the obvious duty of the street department to do this. While street 
excavations are necessary to lay and repair gas and water pipes and 
telephone and telegraph wires, the excavations should be made under 
proper supervision and should be closed with the utmost prompti- 
tude. The street torn up should be placed in thorough repair. Not 
infrequently in this city a street has been dug up and left for weeks' in 
almost impassable condition because the corporation at whose in- 
stance the excavation was made was not ready to proceed or was 
debating about changing its plans. No street should be torn up 
without special permission from'the street department, granted on 
a showing that it is necessary, and then a brief time limit should be 
prescribed. 
Repairs should be made thoroughly and promptly. 


These requirements are neither onerous nor unjust, but their neglect 
in the past has put the taxpayers to unnecessary expense c.nd kept 
paving improvements in abeyance. We do not believe there has been 
any criminal intent in the slipshod method of caring forthe streets, 
but the effect of indifference, complaisance and neglect is the same 
as the results of criminal design. Efficiency in the street depart- 
ment and stfict-enforcement of the law will remedy the evils of 
which Mr. Morse so indignantly complains. 
;'

One of tho cleanest and strongest com- 


ments on the~ decision of the Supreme 
Court was printed in the Pacific Christian 
Advocate of March 19. It Is so sane in 
judgment, so sound in morals, eo flrmiy 
grounded on truth, justice and respect for 
judicial authority and so luminous In 
presentation that we copy It nearly en- 
tire: 


"We do not for a moment impugn the 


motives of the .Supreme Court of the 
State in reaching the decision as it did in 
the, Eugene'E.. Schmitz case.
